WOMAN GETS DECREE FOR £90 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Mrs. Catherine Fitzpatrick, 38 St. Aiden’s 
Park road, Marino, claimed damages from P. 
J Lavery, clerk, Dalriada House, Howth, 
for personal injuries and injury to clothing 
caused, as she alleged, by the negligence of 
the defendant or his servant in the manage- 
ment of a motor car on the evening of llth 

November last at Malahide road. 

It was stated that the plaintiff, her 
husband and a Mrs. Cleary walked down

DIOCESAN COUNCIL’S REPORT 


The annual report of. the joint, Diocesan 
Councils of the United Dioceses of Dublin, 
Glendalough and Kildare, to be submitted at 
the Joint brent to be held on the 25th inst., 
shows that the assets of the united Sees have 
increased by £1,795 7s. Sd. The annuities 
chargeable on the commutation capital on 
30th April, 1929, were £515 14s. ld, The 
capital to credit of the stipend fund stands 
at £556,481 16s. 3d. The regular stipends 
(£38,975 4s, 10d.) paid under the financial 
plan, and payments to rural deans, canons, 
ete., in the United Dioceses, £1,573 15s., 
were less than those paid in 1928 by 
£751 18s. 6d. 

The capital to credit of the clergy diocesan 
superannuation fund on ist January, 1929, 
was £23,749 16s. 1d., and the income for the 
year amounted to £3,165 18s. 10d, A sum of 
£2,719 3s. 8d, was transferred to the Repre- 
sentative Body as payment, in advance, of 
assessment under the superannuation scheme ; 
£366 Os. 11d, was paid in augmentation of 
retiring allowances; £178 19s, 9d. for tem- 
porary assistance, and £35 refunded by Re- 
presentative Church Body in respect of second 
curate-assistant of St, James's Parish for 
years 1922-1928 (inclusive) ; making a total of 
£3,299 4s. 4d., which is in excess of the in- 
come by £133 5s. 6d. This amount has been 
transferred from capital, which has accord- 
ingly been reduced, and now stands at 
£23,616 10s. 7d. During the year 1929 a sum 
of £4,662 14s. 3d. was paid by the Repre- 
sentative Body from the clergy superannua- 
tion general fund in respect of retiring allow- 
auces to clergymen of these dioceses, 

POOR PARISHES. 

The poor parishes fund, which was 
originally opened with a view to aiding poor 
parishes which had delayed entrance to the 
diocesan plan, was the only fund to which the 
Diocesan Council could turn when special 
assistance was called for by poor or thinly- 
populated parishes or by parishes in adverse 
circumstances, and the Council appealed 
earnestly for increased contributions and col- 
lections for the fund. The interest on the 
fund, Representative Body grants, Hall be- 
quest, Darley benefaction, and grant from the 
Arnott Trustees, amounted to £1,737 Os. 2d. 
The voluntary contributions received from 
parishes in 1929 amounted to £120 15s., as 
compared with £73 3s. 7d. in 1928 and £74 
ós. 2d. in 1927. 

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The report of the Dublin and Glendalough 
and Kildare Diocesan Board of Education, 
to be considered by the Joint Synods, 
states that the Candidate Teachers’ Training 
Fund, which was launched by the Rev. Canon 
H. Kingsmill Moore, D.D., F.L.8., some six 
years ago, has issued its final appeal for sub- 
scriptions, and the result has been most satis- 
factory. The total amount — subscribed 
towards the fund up to date is £2,222 2s. 9d 
This sum, together with whatever amount may 
be contributed before the accounts are closed, 
will form the capital, which will be adminis. 
tered in the interests of students in training, 
who may obtain loans from the fund, repay- 
able within a given period of their appoint- 
ment to a school. 

It is not too much to say that some of the 
very best of the teachers appointed to Church 
of Ireland schools within the past few years 
owe their position to the help given by the 
fund. Unfortunately, the scope of the fund 
is limited to the two years in the Training 
College and the few months of special prepara- 
tion for entrance. 

Much could be done to supply the schools 
with efficient teachers if the Diocesan Board 
had sufficient funds at its disposal to assist 
promising boys and girls during their school 
days, making it possible for them to continue 
at school until the time came to enter the 
Training College. 

TRANSPORT FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

In the course of his report, the Organising 
Secretary and Diocesan Inspector said :—‘‘One 
problem of extreme urgeney we have had to 
face—the transport of the children of isolated 
Protestant families to schools under our own 
control. The local circumstances have been 
personally investigated in each case, and, 
happily. the Board has been able to help 
financially the schemes which have been sug- 
gested in order to make it possible for our 
children to he educated at our own schools. 
The proposed schemes of transport are not 
vet in their final form, but the number of 
our children compelled to attend schools 
under Roman Catholic management is being 
gradually reduced.”’

BISHOP’S REFERENCES, 


References to the disappearance of Lan- 
rence Griffin, the Steadbally, County Water- 
ford, postman on Christmas Day, were made 
by Most Rev. Dr. Hackett, Bishop of Water- 
ford and Lismore, at a Confirmation Service 
at Ballylaneen Church, near Stradbally. 
Dr. Hackett said that what was known 
as the missing postman mystery had ‘cast a 
pall of gloom over the entire parish. 
‘‘It has gone abroad,” he said, “that I 
have come here to denounce the people in 
connection with that sad affair. I came not 
to denounce anybody. Meeting my brother 
bishops I have to hang my head in shame. 
The Stradbally mystery is spoken of in far 
off Australia.” 
Dr. Hackett added that for some time 
he had considered seriously the question of 
whether to visit the parish until the mystery 
was cleared up, but for the sake of the little 
children and the venerable parish priest, he 
had waived his intention of. abstention. He 
appealed to the parishioners to help to clear 
the matter up. 
“Is it possible” he asked, “that, 
whether the postman is alive or dead, 
nobody knows anything about him?” 


OBITUARY. 
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VISCOUNT GUILLAMORE, 

Viscount Guillamore died yesterday at his 
seat, Castle Garde, Pallasgreen, Co. Limerick, 
in his seventieth year. The son of the late 
Hugh O'Grady. D.L., of Castle Garde, he was 
the seventh Viscount, succeeding his cousin 
in the title in 1927. He had a long record 
of military service, having been engaged in 
the Nile Campaign, 1884, and the South 
African War. He retired from the Army in 
1901, but returned to serve in the Great War 
with his old regiment, the Royal Sussex. He 
was attached Jater to the Tyneside Irish 
Battalion of the Northumberland Fusiliers, 
and also was second in command, Irish 
Command Dé pét.

CASHEL DIOCESAN SYNOD. 


DR. MILLER’S VIEWS ON 
RE-UNION, 


- 


The Bishop of Cashel (Right Rev. Dr. 
Miller) presided at the annual Synod of the 
Diocese of Cashel and Emly, which was held 
in Cashel yesterday. : 

In his address to the Synod Dr. Miller 
said :—This is an important year in the life 
of the Anglican communion. The Lambeth 
Conference will be held next month in Lon- 
don, and of the many important subjects 
which will come up for consideration the 
question of Re-union will be amongst the 
most important. A scheme for the uniting 
of the Churches in Southern India will be 
laid before the Conference, and we will pray 
that the bishops may be guided to such con- 
clusions as wil materially advance the work 
of the Church of Christ throughout the 
world. 

In this country our views are considerably 
coloured by the problems which confront us. 
Protestantism has gone down numerically in 
the Free State during the past few years. 
So much so that the question is now often 
asked: whether such extensive organisations 
are required for the existing number of 
people? My own feeling is that there is 
great waste of energy and of money, and if 
any arrangement could be made by which this 
energy and money could be directed into more 
useful channels much lasting good would. be 
done, and the possibility of union on a large 
scale considerably increased. It is most 
helpful to learn on the highest authority that 
the feeling amongst the leading Protestant 
denominations, especially in the North of 
Ireland, is one of the very friendliest de- 
scription. It is right to acknowledge that 
this is in no small degree due to the brotherly 
courtesy shown to us, especially by leading 
divines of the Presbyterian Church. 

WHAT CAN BE DONE? 

The question, therefore, arises: ‘‘ What can 
be done?” Some important men seem to 
think that there will be a gradual desire for 
re-union developed, arising out of the growing 
friendship which is so manifest to-day. It is 
a comfortable feeling that friendship will de- 
velop to such a degree as will destroy all 
barriers and lead to complete union; but I 
gravely doubt, in this imperfect world, that 
such a condition of things has been, or ever 
will be, brought about automatically. Ex- 
perience of life seems to point in another 
direction—viz., that when the mind and 
conscience of people are convinced that a 
particular course is not only desirable, but 
is a spiritual duty, vigorous effort ought to 
be made to attain to it, 

Progress in relation to human life has 
always been a subject of controversy; but it 
will be very generally admitted that 
great reforms have always’ ben the 
result of had work. Much _ time 
had to be expended upon the cul- 
tivation of public feeling before practical 
schemes were brought to completion. There 
can be no question to-day that public opinion 
recognises the advisability of reunion amongst 
Christians. The Church people in this country 
helieve most firmly that the work of the 
Church of Christ would be materially assisted 
thereby, and that men and money would be 
freed for work abroad. Therefore, the ques- 
tion is being asked now, having regard to 
this prevailing friendly and convinced feel- 
ing—‘‘ What about a practical scheme?” 

A GREAT STEP FORWARD. 

In thinking over the great possibilities 
ahead, it is evident that much depends upon 
the opinion to be pronounced upon the 
Southern India proposals by the Lambeth 
Conference ; but, apart from this, it is evident 
that a great step forward has been taken. 
There 1s implied in the proposals an agreed 
definition of the word ‘‘ Reformed,’’ and the 
want of such agreement has hitherto been 
the great barrier in the way of reunion, If 
that definition is endorsed by this great cen- 
tral authority, the way will be open for the 
settlement of our divisions in this country. 
We look forward to the future with increased 
faith, and with the brightest hopes. 


SYNOD OF ARDFERT 
AND AGHADOE.

CHURCHMEN AND THE 
ELECTIONS. 


The Diocesan Synod of Ardfert and 

Aghadoe met in Tralee yesterday, the Bisho 
of Limerick (the Right Rev. Dr. H. V. 
White) presiding. 
_ Addressing the Synod, Dr. White said :— 
Since our last meeting, death has taken from 
us two loyal and honoured Churchmen, whose 
hearts were full of love for this diocese and 
county. lt was my privilege to say, at the 
funerals of Bishop: Orpen and Major MacGilly- 
cuddy, words in which I tried to express the 
affectionate esteem in which both were held 
by those who knew them in private life, or 
were their colleagues in those public activities 
in which they spent the years of their man- 
hood. We may adopt the touching phrase 
with which Lady Davidson announced the 
death of her venerated husband: ‘‘ They have 
passed into the wider life. God be thanked 
for their lives here, and there.” 

Though the Bishop retired from this See 
nine years ago, he remained almost to the 
end of his life a useful minister of the 
Gospel. He understood that the call to the 
ministry 1s a life-call; and his vears of retire. 
ment were not years of inaction, but of much 
useful service, gratefully accepted by us all. 
lo the close of his life Major MacGillycuddv 
kept all his posts of usefulness in Church and 
clvic affairs. He will continue to be misséd 
in all these circles, and his older friends and 
tellow-workers feel that for us no one can 
ever tako Iris place. 


_ THE TRIENNIAL ELECTIONS. 

This is the year of our triennial elections; 
and throughout the Church, synodsmen, 
diocesan and general, and nominators, 
parochiai.and diocesan, have been, or are soon 
to be, chosen by their fellows for doing wovk 
essential to our well-being. In making their 
choice of representatives the widest possible 
discretion has been given to the electors, 
clerical and Jay. It is natural and wise that 
parishes and dioceses should, as a rule, name 
ior Church offices men known to the electors 
and conversant with local needs. Neverthe- 
less, the Church almost goes out of its way to 
make it ciear in our Constitution that church: 
men living im any part of Ireland are eligible 
for all these elective posts. Care has ‘been 
taken that men shall not have vested interests 
in seats in the Synod or on Boards of 
nomination. This system of periodical elections 
gives much strength not only to electors, but 
Lo those elected. 

When, as usually happens, their Comunis- 
sion is renewed they begin their new term of 
office with a fresh sense of the honour con- 
ferred ou them and of their responsibility to 
the Church for the discharge of sacred duties. 
In this, as in every other diocese, we recognise 
much unselfish and etlicient devotion to duty 
shown by our representatives, and we give 
them brotherly thanks. 

PRIESTHOOD. 

You will remember that, in the Book of 
Revelation, the Seer, addressing the Churches 
to which he was writing, said that all were 
members of the Kingdom, und “ Priests “ 
unto their God and Father; and St. Deter 
had the same thought in his mind when ne 
spole of his pecple as living stones, built up 
into a spiritual Reais to be a “ holy priest- 
hood.’ This “ holy priesthood ” is the great 
body of the people, made by their baptism 
members of Christ; and they are not deprived 
of this priesthood because there are distne- 
tions of order in His Church. That point 
was brought out by St. Clement, one of the 
earliest of the Apostolic Fathers, whea he 
said that the laymen are “bound by the 
Jayman’s ordinances.’’ ‘The clergy and the 
laity are one body—they share one great 
priesthood, though to those called to the 
Ministr certain special functions are 
assigned. 

No Church in Christendom is more firmly 
built on these apostolic foundations than the 
Church of Ireland. Here to-day we have 
bishop, clergy and people meeting as one 
body, with varying duties, but consulting on 
equal terms about the interests of the Church 
of which all are loyal members. And we are 
all pledged to our service—first in our 
baptism, and then by our confirmation and 
admission to Holy Communion. The clergy 
are, no doubt, specially pledged on entering 
their life-long service; but the Jaymen also 
hold their position and strength in our coun- 
cils by their no less clear pledges. In this 
matter the Church has a with confidence 
in the loyalty of her members, while making 
necessary distinctions in the qualifications re- 
quired for different offices. |

But, few 
or many, here we are, and here we propose to 
remain, and try to do our duty to God and 
man. And if we are few, we are reminded 
at Whitsuntide that at the great day of 
Pentecost, after the Lord’s Resurrection, the 
number of the disciples met together with 
one accord in one place reached only one 
hundred and twenty. The life of 
every organisation depends on the faith 
and energy and hope of a minority; and 
I remain convinced that a fruitful and 

rosperous life is before the Church of Ire- 
and in Kerry, as well as elsewhere, if we 
are faithful to our trust, and follow the 
light, as God has shown it to us. 


EDUCATION OF THE YOUNG. 

The reports of the Committees will be pre- 
sented to vou by men competent to explain, 
in each case, how we stand, I shall not 
anticipate what they will wish to say, save 
that I call your most special attention ‘o the 
question of the education of our children. In 
this matter we are face to face with grave 
difficulties, and once again I most urgently 
call on the people of this diocese to spare no 
effort in order to secure that our boys and 
girls in all ts of the diocese shall not 
only be tanghts but trained and guarded in, 
their faith.

CENTENARY CELEBRATED. 

Prior Park College, Bath, celebrated its 
centenary last week. Priests and laity from 
all over England took part in the celebra- 
tions, which opened with Pontifical High 
Mass, at which His Eminence Cardinal 
Bourne, Archbishop of Westminster, presided, 

Prior Park, which derived its name from 
‘ts lands having been, in the pre-Reformation 
days, the park of the Benedictine Prior of 
Bath, was taken over in June, 1830, by 
Bishop Baines as a seminary and college for 
the western districts of England. For 
twenty-five years it was carried on Against 
creat financial difficulties, and was eventualiy 
closed in 1855. The closing, however, was 
only of a temporary nature, and in 1857 the 
Rev. Joseph Hugh Clifford, Bishop of 
Clofton, bought back the property, and re- 
opened the college, under the presidency oí 
Monsignor Edward Williams. On the death 
of the latter in 1892, Bishop Clifford, feeling 
that the financial burden was too great for 
Limself and the diocese to bear, tried to get 
a religious order to take over the college, but 
he died in 1893. His successor, Rev. Robert 
William Brownlow, asked the Irish 
Christian Brothers to carry on the work 
of the college as a school for lay boys 
only. This they did. in 1895, and 
succeeded in raising Prior Park to a 
satisfactory state. When the school reverted 
to the diocese in 1902 it was again found that 
the financial problem could not be solved, 
and for the second time Prior Park was 
closed. 

It was not until 1921, when it was sold 
to the Christian Brothers, who are now 
carrying it on, that Prior Park was once 
again opened as a college, providing a much- 
needed secondary school in the diocese. It 


now holds a prominent place amongst the 


secondary schools of England.

An explanation of the Rumanian Liberals’ 
manifesto of five days ago, in which they 
refused to identify themselves with the new 
regime, and repudiated any responsibility jor 
it, was given to foreign newspaper repre- 
sentatives to-day by M. Duca, ae served as 
Foreign Minister in successive Liberal Govern- 
ments. The Party, he said, could not have 
taken any other attitude without being false 
to its past. They had no intention of 
pushing their disapproval to the point of 
civil war, their attitude being one of “ wait 
and see” The members’ of the party were 
Rumanians first and Liberals afterwards, and 
they would welcome any indication that the 
new system was turning out for the welfare 
and consolidation of the country. 

They regretted the attitude of M. George 
Bratiana, son of the late M. Jone! Bratianu, 
who had refused to accept the manifesto. The 
local Liberal organisations were remaining 
loyal te the party. i 

M. Duca said that bv policy and tempera- 
ment he favoured conciliation. He would use 
his influence in opposing any active hostility 
to the new regime. The Liberal attitude 
would be one of expectant aloofness. 

Asked if that aloofness would be a henevo 
lent one, he said: “It will be patriotic 
aloofness.’

PROPOSAL TO INCREASE PAY. 

Addressing a mass meeting of Waterford 
railwaymen, Mr. H. Triplett, Organising 
Secretary, said that it might be necessary to 
extend the scope of the ‘bus strike before the 
men achieved victory.

Polling took place in the Longford-West- 
meath constituency yesterday. An old woman 
voter when on her way to the booth died 
suddenly, and a motor car, carrying a party 
of voters, went over a ditch in the Crooked- 
wood district, but none of the eccupants of 
the vehicle was injured.

Fianna Fail also had a number of devices 
to encourage their supporters, while Cumann 
na nGaedheal motor ears went round bearing 
the inseription: ‘‘ Delany is winning four to 
one.

Britain’s Industries. 


The announcement by the directors of 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff that they 
intend to pass the dividend, due on the 
company’s First Cumulative Preference 
Shares on July Ist, strikes a gloomy note, 
which in no way is mitigated by the 
discouraging statement made by Mr. J. O 
M. Clarke, Chairman of Messrs. J. and P. 
Coats, at the annual general meeting of 
that concern. ‘‘I must frankly tell you,” 
he said, ‘‘ that the general trade outlook 
for the near future is not promising.’’ The 
coincidence of these two depressing 
doubly unfortunate, since 
does it show that two 
“ key” industries are undergoing a 
bad time, but it tends to alarm 
the public unduly. Most people ignore 
company meetings unless they happen 
to be shareholders, in which case 
they take a strictly parochial view. Indeed, 
even directors of large firms often are 
unable to see silver linings when their 
own businesses are situated in midst of 
a cloud. It is a dictum of the Stock 
Exchange that tops and bottoms are made 
for fools, and certainly the “ punter’”’ 
who waits for the zenith of a boom, as a 
rule, sells out finally at the nadir of a 
In the field of legitimate 
investment the position is somewhat 
different, but, mutatis mutandis, the same 
saw applies. The herd instinct is pre- 
dominant among smaller capitalists, with 
the result that they are prone to forget 
that annual reports often are nearly a 
year late, and that the pessimism of the 
moment is as liable to be unjustified as 
the previous optimism that caused them

While Mr. Clarke probably has ample 
ground in the present state of the cotton 
trade for his Cassandra-like remarks, signs 
are not wanting that other industries are 
approaching better days. To-day Ger- 
many’s heroic effort to combat unemploy- 
ment has focussed attention on steel, and 
Sheffield’s answer does not lack cheering 
elements. The Master Cutler and the 
Chamber of Commerce have proclaimed 
that the city is employing many thousand 
more hands than she employed before the 
war and, in the higher grades of produc- 
tion, has kept pace with all her competi- 
tors. On Wednesday a conference will be 
held in London to discuss whether or not 
prices ought to be lowered to meet the 
German challenge. Well-informed opinion, 
however, does not expect that any reduc- 
tion will be made, and here we must re- 
member that British manufacturers do not 
enjoy the Ministerial support of a patriotic 
ex-trade unionist like Herr Stegerwald. 
Who can suppose that Miss Bondfield 
would give the force of law to an arbitra- 
tion that reduced wages? Nevertheless, 
in spite of the innumerable handicaps 
under which British industries are 
compelled to labour, the steel industry 
is displaying symptoms of resiliency. In 
Belfast at a meeting of the Federation of 
Shipbuilding and Engineering Trades a 
distinctly hopeful attitude was adopted. 
Mr. Spiers, the Secretary, referred to a 
‘slow but steady improvement,’’ and we 
trust that this confidence will be reflected 
by the Chairman of Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff at the next general meeting. At 
least the firm’s yards are not idle. 

Lately certain people, discouraged by 
the results of the last few years, have 
turned their eyes towards American in- 
vestments. This lure is natural, but is 
likely, at present prices, to prove a Fata 
Morgana. Commercially, the two countries 
are in an almost exact contrast, since the 
prosperity of the United States is a con- 
sequence of the war in much the same 
degree as Britain's present troubles are 
due to the same cause. The effects of 
that convulsion are beginning to pass, and 
the return to normal in both countries 
will involve a fiscal process of contrary 
motion. Already collapses in New York 
have provided a writing on the wall. Of 
course, many exceptions will exist, and 
new political crises always are liable to 
upset calculations. Indeed, the Free State

Dublin’s Housing. 

The question of Dublin’s housing 
remains unsatisfied. Yesterday in Davi 
Hireann, amid a volley of unusually con- 
structive criticism from the Opposition 
benches, the committee stage of the 
Housing Hill, which proposes to give 
further grants to the amount of £200,000 
for the building of houses, was passed. 
This bill is the latest of a series of 
measures designed to improve housing 
conditions in the Free State. As a result 
of these measures the requisite number of 
houses has been reduced to 31,000, of 
which Greater Dublin will require no 
fewer than 18,000. The Government’s 
efforts to improve the situation have been 
directed on conventional lines. There has 
been a notable improvement, but that im- 
provement is by no means so great as 
measures more expertly directed might 
have made it. We grant that there are 
peculiar difficulties in the path of those 
who attempt to carry out a great social 
Suitable land is not easy to 
A glance at some of the new 
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séttlements shows 
bound to have deplorable consequences. 
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Firstly, far houses 
built the available 
result is ugly, and modern 
reinforcing age-old common sense, teaches 
that unattractive housing conditions 
cannot be successful. Secondly, they are 
too close to the city, and, sooner or later, 
will form the nucleus of new slums. In 
the third place, as yesterday's debate 
revealed, these new settlements have done 
little or nothing to settle the most 
imminent aspect of the problem—that of 
the slums. It is estimated that 
23,655 families in Dublin live in single 
rooms, and many of these neither wish, nor 
can afford, to transport themselves to three, 
reform 


many 


on space. 


some 


four, or five-roomed houses, A 
that will do away with this vast pro- 
portion of slums calls for more than the 
expenditure of money on housing grants; 
it calls for the co-operation of experts, 
tactics well-nigh revolutionary and, above 
all, vision. Dublin is expanding so rapidly 
that those who wish to establish a perma- 
nent reform must look thirty or fifty years 
ahead. The reformer’s task will not be 
over when the present slums have been 
cleared; for precautions must be taken } 
that new slums shall not appear to take 
their place. To this end it is essential 
that the new dwellings shall not be con- 
gregated into close settlements; they must 
be scattered, and they must be situated 
as far as possible from the city’s centre. 
Yesterday’s debate proved that all 
parties were anxious to solve the general 
problem, although they failed to agree on 
the method. Obviously, a sweeping reform 
is needed, but there is no prospect of such 
a reform until the cost of building is 
reduced. 


Kingstown Regatta. 


The arrival of Shamrock V. in Kings- 
town Harbour will be an important event 
in the history of Irish yachting. It will 
mark a return to the pre-war glories of 
Kingstown Regatta, and will give Dublin 
Bay a proud place among the yachting 
centres of the world. After the Kingstown 
Regatta, which takes place on Monday and 
Tuesday of next week, Shamrock V. will 
go to Bangor for the Royal Ulster Yacht 
Club’s Regatta, and thence will sail to the 
Clyde. Thus the people of Dublin will 
have a chance of seeing this magnificent 
craft, which, through the splendid sports- 
manship of Sir Thomas Lipton, will try 
once again to wrest the America Cup from 
the United States. When Shamrock V 
challenges her American rivals in the 
Autumn she will sail under the flag of the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Club; and, therefore, 
every Irishman will have a personal 
interest in the race. No man has done so 
much for yachting as Sir Thomas Lipton. 
He is now over eighty years of age; yet he 
is as keen as a man who could be his 
grandson, and enters into his favourite 
sport with the zest of a schoolboy. The 
conditions under which the race for the 
America Cup is sailed operate heavily 
against the challenger; for Shamrock V. 
must sail to the United States under her 
own canvas, and must be built specially to 
withstand the Atlantic seas. She repre- 
sents the last word in yachting design. 
Already she has shown that she is 
vastly superior to all her European 
rivals, and everybody will wish her 
luck. If she succeeds in -winning 
the America Cup, she will crown the 
career of her owner with the laurels for 
which he has striven so worthily, and no- 
body will applaud his success more 
sincerely than the Americans, who so 


often have thwarted his efforts. At. the 
moment the omens are favourable for 


Kingstown. If the good weather holds, 

this year’s event ought to equal, if it does 
not surpass, in splendour those memor- 

able regattas of pre-war days. Shamrock’s 

participation will give it an unaccustomed 

glamour, and the display of yachts in the 

harbour will bring Kingstown into line 

with Cowes and the Clyde. 


Sir Henry Segrave. 


The craze for speed has claimed another 
victim—this time one of the most dis- 
tinguished motorists in the world. Yester- 
day, having broken the existing “record ”’ 
for speed in a hydroplane, Sir Henry 
Segrave, with one of his mechanics, was 
killed on Windermere. How the accident 
happened is not clear. His speed-boat, 
Miss England II., was dashing through 
the water at about 100 miles an hour, 
when the propeller shaft seems to have 
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snapped. The boat capsized, and its three 
occupants were hurled into the lake. One 
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value of these speed tests, but we cannot 
but admire the spirit of those men who 
risk their lives daily in an effort to do 
something more guickly than anybody has 
done it before. How many gallant young 
men have been lost in the scramble for 
speed? Kinkhead, Motta, Lee Bible, 
Parry Thomas—these are but a few names 
among the many; and yet the machine 
must be served. Sir Henry Segrave’s sad 
death will not prevent other young men 
from trying to emulate his achievements. 
No sooner has one ‘‘ record’’ been broken 
than somebody else attempts to move more 
rapidly still; and so the mad race con- 
tinues. Doubtless, mankind will benefit in 
the long run ; but it is difficult to see how 
this mania for speed can add to the sum 
of human happiness. Men of the Segrave 
type are too valuable to sacrifice, and, 
while we deplore the condition of affairs 
that makes such accidents possible, we 
pay homage to the memory of a very 


gallant gentleman.

An Industrial Revival. 


The improvement in the artificial silk 
industry during the past few weeks now 
has reached a stage when many of the 
larger factories are preparing to go into 
full production. Courtaulds’ Halifax 
factory is working full time, and the 
Evening Standard says that by the 
beginning of next week every factory of 
this particular company will be in full 
production. Two reasons are given for 
this activity. One, of course, is the 
usual seasonal revival of demand, and the 
other is attributed to removal of the tariff 
uncertainty. Manufacturers who (for 
many weeks before the Budget refused to 
take the risk of manufacturing stocks in 
advance are trying to build up their usual 
reserves of goods. Some improvement has 
been evident also in the export trade, 
particularly during the past two or three 
weeks.

AMERICAN’S DESCENT IN 
STEEL SPHERE. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Friday. 
Mr. William Beebe, of the New York 
Zoological Society, yesterday surpassed 
his earlier feat by going down in his steel 
sphere ta the ocean bed of Hamilton, 
Bermuda, a depth of 1,426 feet (over a 
quarter of a mile). Through the heavy 
quartz windows he was easily able to 
observe fish swimming about and fauna 
on the sea bed. k 
As on the earlier obeeásion, when he 
went 800 feet down; the sphere was 
lowered by a steel cable. It carried a 
telephone, oxygen air Supply, and an 
apparatus for absorbing*the exhaled air. 
The old “ record ” depth was 225 feet.

Three: men were fatally gassed in a silo 
used for aking hay at Stretton-under-Fosse, 
near Rugby, yesterday.

A silo is a pit or airtight structure in 
which green crops are pressed and kept for 
fodder undergo.ng fermentation. 

For a few days: workmen on three farms 
had been engaged in placing cut grass in a 
gile tower, where it is trampled into hay. 

About 830 o'clock yesterday , morning 
George Jackson wept to the silo tower, and 
almost immediately a age Was sent to 
Mr. Crofts, the farmer, to “the effect that 
something was “wrong. “ na:

SIR HENRY’S EARLY 
YEARS, 


HIS HOME IN CO. WICKLOW. 


Born at Cabra, County Dublin, in 1896, 
Sir Henry Segrave was thé son of Mr. 
Charles W. Segrave, who, while living in 
Newtownmountkennedy, was for a num- 
ber of years a member of the Royal 


Henry was a boy at school. 

He was afterwards edacated at Eton an 
Sandhurst.. On returning home from 
college, just before the Great War, Sir 
Henry was to be seen frequently at the 
Automobile Club garage. He drove an 
Itala car, which at that. time was a fast 
sportiig model, and so gainéd his first 
knowledge of driving. 

SERVICE IN THE WAR. 

On the outbreak of the war he joined 
the Royal Air Force, in which he did good 
work. He had at least one wonderful 
escape during the war, and was wounded 
three times. He was mentioned in 
despatches, and in 1916 was attached to 
General Headquarters, France. The 
following year he was appointed Private 
Secretary to the Chief of Air Staff. 

In 1916 he married Dois, daughter of 
Mr. W. J. Stocker. 

After the war, he drove for years with 
Mr. K. Lee Guinness. Sir Henry 
Segrave and Mr. Guinness were the 
leading racing motorists of the world, 
a title which they held for a 
great many years, until Mr. Guinness met 
with 'a bad accident while driving in the 
Grand Prix in Spain, after which he re- 
tired, from moter racing. 


HIS INTEREST IN RAGING IN 
DUBLIN. 

Sir Henry continued to drive and. had 
beaten the world’s land speed “ records '' 
on two occasions. For some time previous 
to his death he had been engaged in 
attempting to regain for England the 
world's s ‘‘ record ” on water. 

When in 1924 the“Royal Irish Auto 

mobile Club first thought of holding 
motor, races in the Phoenix Park, Major 
Segtave, as he. then was, with Mr. K. 
Lee Guinness—both of whom had much 
experience of Continental race circuits— 
inspected the roads in the Park ‘and 
selected a circuit which they said would 
be one of the finest racing circuits in the 
world, More recently Sir Henry assisted 
the committee of the club in the arrange- 
ments for the first Grand Prix, and was 
present at the races last year. 
' The Segrave family were well-known in 
Dublin, and Mr. Charles W. Segrave, his 
father, who is at present living in London, 
played a prominent part in trials and 
hill-climbs in Ireland in 1907, 1908 and 
1909. 


TWO VICTORIES. 


HIS GRIM DETERMINATION. 


Sir Henry’s grim determination to attain 
his end in spite of all risks was well) illus- 
trated when he was leaving Southampton in 
1928 for his attack on the land | speed 
“record ’’ at Daytona Beach. When he was 
wished Godspeed and good-luck, he replied, 
quietly, *‘I shall either do it or kill myself 
in the attempt. © But whatever happens I 
shall step on the.¢as and drive like hell." 

Within ten days, in March, 1929, Sir Henry 
won the»world land speed “ record ” and the 
world’s motor-boat speed championship. At 
Daytona Beach. on March 11, he attained a 
speed of over 231 miles an hour—nearly four 
miles a minute—in the “Golden Arrow,’’ 
wresting the world’s land “record from 
Mr. Rav Keech, the American. Then, on 
March 21, he raced Sir Charles .Wakefield’s 
motor-boat “Miss Knglad,' the pre- 
deeessor of the ill-fated ‘craft, against 
Commodore Garwood’s “Mis  Amerien 
VIL,’ at Miami Beach, Florida. He 
was beaten by the American in the 
second test, but as he had completed the 
course in the first test and the American had 
not he gained the championship on points. 
Miss England was damaged in the second 
test by-a- floating log, and had to slow down. 
The average speeds recorded in this race 
were comparatively low—61.276 miles an 
hour for Commodore Garwood’s boat and 
42.755 miles an hour for Miss England.

I looked 
upon him as an outstanding figure in the de- 
monstration of the art of high-speed achieve- 
ments. His loss, I know, will be mourned 
by every sportsman in the world, particularly 
by those interested in the ultimate speed of 
motor boats and high speed cars.’’

NORTHERN MINISTRY'S 
NOTES. 
a 

The Northern Ministry of Agriculture, in 
its Farm Notes for June, states :—he sowing 
of the turnip crop is well adv anced, and the 
cultivaton of the land for the suppression of 
weeds will now occupy chief attention. 

Owing to the recent protracted spell of 
dry weather, cases of attack by the turmp 
‘fly’ are reported from several districts. 
Rolling and the careful application of nitrate 
of soda should help to revive affected cro 
although in bad cases resowing is genera ally 
necessary, Thistles and: docks growing in 
corn crops and on headlards and waste pieces 
of land should now be pulled and collected. 
It is not vet too late to destroy charlock or 

“ preshaugh " in oat crops: by the use of a 
copper sulphate (bluestone) solution, made u 
by dissolving 12lb.. copper sulphate in al) 
gallons of water, 

Bracken can be most effectively eradicated 
by persistent cutting before the plants are 
fully grown, and where cutting is carried out 
during this month and repeated in six weeks’ 
time the plants will be considerably weakened 
and the grazing improved. 

Growers of potatoes who mtend to have 
their crops inspected for purity should make 

oo to the Ministry before the end 

this month. The preference given by im- 
porters to certified stocks of seed potatoes 
was particularly noticeable last year. Pre- 
pen should be made during the month 

or the spraying of the potato crop so that 
this work may be carried. out before the 
disease appear:. 

It is yet too early to cut the hay crop, 
but the mower and other harvesting imple- 
ments should now be completely overhauled 
so that possible breakdowrs during a busy 
period may be avoided. 


LIVE STOCK, 

Where potatoes are still on hand this food 
can be utilised for effecting a considerable 
economy in the cost of pig rations. During 
this month a sharp look-out should be kept 
for possible attacks by the “‘maggot fly ° 
in sheep and Jambs. The maggots in affected 
animals should be rubbed out, using carbolic 
sheep dip to assist in dislodging the maggots. 
Wounds should finally be dressed with an 
ointment made up of powdered sulphur and 
fres. lard. Wool must be properly handled 
before it leaves the farm so that the best 
— may be secured. Leaflet No. 23 gives 
ull particulars regarding the care and 
handling of this product. 


GAROEN AND ORCHARD. 

Spring-sown vegetables, such as - broccoll, 
savoy cabbage, cauliflower and leeks, may 
be planted out now for use next winter or 
spring. The second spraying of apple trees 
as a preventive against attacks of apple scab 
may be given now. “ The set” of fruit is 
heavy on all varieties of apple trees this 
year. Apples should be thinned now áo that 
the fruit are left singly at intervals of from 
six to nine inches along the branches. 
Thinning has the advantage of. giving a high 
proportion of large apples without lowering 
the yield. 

POULTRY. 

The attention of readers is again directed 
to the importance of removing: cockerels now 
from the laying stock. The keeping of 
cockerels with the laying flock does not in- 
crease egg production, but results in fertile 
eggs, which deteriorate more rapidly than 
thor» which are infertile. The cockerels 
should, therefore. be removed from the layin 
flock and either penned separately or fattened 
off. Young cockerels not intended to be 
kept for stock purposes should be separated 
from the pullets and fattened off as soon as 
possible, as prices for chickens generally fall 
later in the season.
